City “Over Top” In 


Bond Quota 


CONTINUED WORK IS 
NECESSARY, PLEA 
OF LEADERS 


With $2,516 to spare, the people 
of Upland reached their quota in 
the third war loan campaign on 
Monday afternoon, having invest- 
ed $278,016.75 in war bonds up to 
the close of business on that day. 
This is the record for individual 
purchasers, who were assigned a 
quota of $275,500. 

Corporation purchases now have 
reached $92,000. This applies to 
the corporation quota of $199,500. 
Considering the fact that Upland 
has few large corporations to 
draw from, the sales so far are 
considered very encouraging. 

When reporting the figures on 


Monday afternoon, Don E. Pal-! 


mer, co-chairman of the campaign, 
had little to say concerning the 
Success of the bond sales, but his 
broad smile was indicitive of his 
real satisfaction. 

FIGHT STILL IS ON 

Although pleased over reaching 
the quota, and “truly proud of the 
people of Upland”, still John W. 
Shepperson, campaign chairman, 
pointed out today that the $275,- 
500 quota given Upland is a min- 
imum quota. 

The people of Upland, he said, 
well may. be proud of their 
achievement, all the more marked 
because accomplished 10 days be- 


fore the end of the campaign. But | 


they may face their conscience— 


with much greater pride if the 
final figures on September 30 
Stand far above the quota. 

There still are scores of per- 
Sons who have indicated their in- 
tentions to purchase bonds, but 
have not yet done so. When all 
of those persons buy their bonds, 
as it is believed they will do, the 
total figures will rise to a high 
mark. 

MANY HAVE NOT BOUGHT 

There also are many scores of 
persons able to invest from $25 
to $500 in bonds, who have not 
purchased even one bond. 

While well pleased with the 
number of dollars invested, still 
Mr. Shepperson and Mr. Palmer 
are disappointed in the number of 
purchasers. 

Not until every small invest- 
or, the person who can purchase 
$25, $50, $100 to $500 bonds, has 
bought bonds will the chairmen 
feel that Upland really had done 
its part. 


In the face of the increasing | 


fury of the war, the chairmen take 
a grave view of the urgent need 
for quick and continuous financial 
backing. They believe that Up- 
land’s quota should be far exceed- 
ed by September 30, and that af- 
ter that day every person who 
can do so should continue to sup- 
port the fighting men by buying 
more bonds. 

“But, by all means, buy bonds 
in September,” they urge.

Hospital’s Service in War Time 


Theme at National 


Death rate among the American 
soldiers injured on the battle 
fronts is 50 per cent less in this 
war than in the first world war, | 
due to three factors: Use of blood 
plasma, rapid evacuation by air- 
plane of injured to base hospitals 
and to use of sulfa drugs. 

This encouraging report was 
one of the many outstanding fea- 
tures noted by Dr. A. A. Aita at 
the war conferences of the Ameri- 
can Hospital association and the 
American College of Hospital ad- 
ministrators held in Buffalo, N. 
Y. Dr. Aita returned here yes- 
terday. 


War and its effect on the hos- 

pital management in the nation 
was discussed from many angles 
at the conferences, which attract- 
ed 2,200 hospital administrators. 
Dr. Aita was one of eight going 
from Southern California. He is 
president of the Hospital Coun- 
cil of Southern California, - which 
he represented at the important 
meetings. He is superintendent of | 
the San Antonio Community hos- ! 
pital. 
“This section of the ‘nation is 
the most critical from the stand- 
point of shortage of available hos- 
pital employes, yet California’s 
pay scale for nurses is highest in 
the nation,” reported the energetic 
head of the local institution. 

“Many of the war-time meas- 
ures instituted here some time ago 
were discussed by the speakers.

A Los Angeles county cor- 
oner’s inquest jury exonerated 
Upland Officer Henry Younge in 
the death of the Azusa resident 
at a hearing this afternoon. 
The death was termed justifiable 
homicide. 





Accidental discharge of an Up- | 
land police officer’s gun resulted 
in the death of Frank Lopez of | 
Azusa Sunday night. 


Lopez, who has a long criminal | 
record, sought to elude Officer ;

vard traffic. The wild dash ended 
in an Azusa orange after 
Officer Younge had turned the 
steering wheel of his police car 
over to an auxiliary officer and

Within a few minutes the chase 
ended in death. 

Jesse Romas, 22, and Henry Pu- 
lido, 20, who were with Lopez in 
the wild dash, were returned to | 
the station on charges of grand | 
theft investigation and disorderly | 
conduct. They each wrote state- | 
ments reviewing their trip and | 
their visit to the local cafe. 
They each said they asked Lopez 
to stop driving. 

Officer Younge, in the usual 
written statement, reviewed the | 
tragic incident and declared that | 
he acted in the way he believed 
was expected of an officer.
